Park, and has conducted postdoctoral training at NIDDK focusing on the structure-function studies of
bacteriophage T4 RNase H. Medha published several articles on her research, as well as book chapters on
bioinformatics classes/protocols.

From 2001 to 2008 she taught at the NCBI Core-Bioinformatics Facility training the representatives from
NIH institutes in the use of the NCBI bioinformatics tools. Medha also developed and taught several
2-hour mini-courses, which describe the effective use of a set of bicinformatics tools. The courses were
taught more than 400 times to about 12,000 participants.

She conducts tutorials on using bicinformatics resources available through the NIH Library, NCBI's
Databases and Tools for Data Mining,and other bioinformatics resources such as Biobase, DAVID, Ensembl,
and the UCSC Genome Browser.
